The greatest secular.anfluence in a man’s.life today is the news- | 


of the eastern division of the Associated Press. 

“The average man may not realize this, but it is so,” 
McKernon declared in a recent address. 

“Consequently or unconsciously, he receives his impressions of 
affairs as he reads, “and his daily talk and conversation reflect to a 
great extent what ke has read. It is no disparagement of anyone 
to say that the average citizen does not know what he thinks until 
he has seen his daily papes. me 

“Accordingly, 1 cannot conceive of anything of greater im- | 
portance to you than that you should determine the integrity of 
the sources from which you receive what purports to be a repre- 
sentation of what is going on in this day and generation. 

“The apparent indifference of many intelligent persons to the 
fidelity of news réports is to me appalling. Except in emergencies, 
you would not employ a physician until you had heard something 
of his skill. .You would not entrust your business affairs to a lawyer | 
of whose probity you were not sure. You would not patronize a 
shoemaker until you were satisfied he would not cripple you for 
life. 

But you might better take chances with your body and in 
business affairs than to have your mind poisoned by a misrepre- 
sentation of things as they are. 

“This was never so important as now, when we have reached 
the stage of instantaneous transmission of news and when modern ! 
facilities have made possible an enormous increase in the volume 
of news matter presented. Relatively few business.and professional 
men, occupied with their manifold personal responsibilities, have the 
time thoroughly to read and digest the facts made known and de- 
te:mine their accuracy, and.so they are more and more dependent 
upon the néiwapaper for the currect information. 


OLD RULES UPSET 


a 
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In a recent interview, Walter Dill Scott, president of North- 
western University, the largest Methodist institution of learning, 
discussed the indifférence to religion which is apparent among pre- 
sent-day college students and graduates. He frankly admitted that 
the colleges had encouraged the material view-point and said: 

“Science started the trouble. We taught our youth the scientific 
history of mankind, which upset their religious trainings, and we 
gave them nothing to replace their old creed. We threw away the 
old tool before we had developed the new. 

“In the early days there were certain fixed rules which govern- 
ed life.- “This shalt thou do and this thou shalt not do.’ Today 
these rules are all topsy-turvy. We are in a transitional stage. We 
can't teach our students any one set of rules, because we don’t 
know what they are ourselves.” 

Dr. Scott then defined the new religion as not being con- 
fined to any sect or dogma, but as the broad science of living with 
our fellowmer. and making-them happier and better. . 

Speaking of the lack of religious education in the home, he 
said: “Parents are not edutating their children religiously, as they 
did a. generation ago, because they do not know what to teach 
them. - The parents themselves do not know what they believe 
We are in a transitional stage.” © 

The substance of Dr. Scott’s conclusions is that ultimately the 
old. creeds: will be abandoned to a great extent, in view of the 
revélations of modern science. The process involved in the de- 
velopment of a new and rational, religion is what he describes as 
“a transitional stage.”

HE bolero effect, like back full- 
ness, ig still so;new as to be merely 
in the stages of experiment.
